WASHINGTON—Sen. John W. Bricker, of Ohio, has met a sour response to his proposal for form- 
ing a new political party through a coalition of Republicans and conservative Southern Democrats. 
Little encouragement has been forthcoming on the project from any quarter. 

Some of the Senator's fellow Republicans are accusing him of trying to scuttle the GOP on the 
eve of a national campaign, while about the mildest ‘criticism made of him by his party leaders is 


that he is adopting a defeatist attitude. 
Having in mind the long series of defeats the 
Republicans have suffered in national elections at 
the hands of the Democrats, Sen. Bricker has 
evidently come to believe that the only hope of 
the GOP lies in changing its name. He would 
be willing to make this concession, if it offered 
any assurance of Southern Democrats joining in 
the new party movement. 


Much common ground has existed be- 
tween Old Line Republicans and conserva- 
tive Southern Democrats for some time over 
opposition to various parts of the Roosevelt 
New Deal and the Truman Fair Deal pro- 
grams. It is the Ohio Senator’s idea that if 
the two forces could be brought together 
under a new party alignment, designed to 
break up the traditional Democratic strong- 
hold of the South, some real hope would be 
offered of unseating the present party in 
power. 


- Ever since the Reconstruction Days which fol- 
lowed the end of the War Between the States the 
Republican Party has been anathema in the 
South. The mass of Southern people just cannot 
be persuaded to vote the Republican ticket, al- 
though many Southern Democrats think along 
lines of the Republicans. Sen. Bricker is aware 
of this—hence his proposal for getting away from 
the old GOP party label. 

There are two flaws in the Senator’s reason- 
ing, however, which are not apparent on the sur- 
face. In the first place, there is no assurance the 
proposed new Republican-Democrat Party could 
win even if a large number of the Southern 
States could be brought over to its support. Re 
sults in the past five presidential elections would 
have been the same if the main bulk of the 
Southern States had given their electoral votes 
to the Republican ticket. 

President Truman, in fact, lost four of the 
States below the Mason and Dixon line in the last 
election. He could have lost many more and 
still won. President Roosevelt could have lost 
all of the Southern States in his four landslide 
elections without being in jeopardy. 

The second t ignored by Sen. Bricker is 
the civil rights issue, which offers 
the main burden of Southern opposition to the

States he lost. What is pertinent about the ques- 
tion is that the Republicans are just as outspoken 
for the civil rights program as the Truman Ad- 
ministration. 

Lifelong Democrats would hardly forsake their 
own party over an issue to join forces with a 
new party movement which was equally vocifer- 
ous in proclaiming the same issue. And there is 
no suggestion by Sen. Bricker that the Republi- 
cans abandon their position on the civil rights 
question. 

It would probably be less difficult to persuade 
Southern Democrats to vote the Republican ticket 
than it would to make them forego their opposi- 
tion to the civil rights bills. As a matter of fact, 
four Southern States in modern times have voted 
Republican in a presidential election. That was 
in the 1928 contest between Herbert Hoover and 
Alfred E. Smith. Hoover carried North Carolina, 
Mississippi, Alabama and Texas—which may be 
taken to mean that Southern Democrats are capa- 
ble of breaking away from their traditional party 
moorings at times. 


Aside from the hangover of ill feelings 
against the Republicans from Reconstruction 
Days, one of the main reasons the Republi- 
cans have never been able to build up a real 


was made to bring into the party people of 
real influence. Southern delegations to Ke- 
publican national conventions for years were 
notorious for their ability to be bought and 
delivered to any candidate making the 
highest cash offer. That had the effect of 
keeping everyone but the professionals out 
of the picture. Moreover, there was a tend- 
ency always under Republican administra- 
tions to treat the South as a whipping post. 
all of which tended to solidify the Democrats. 


The Republicans will have to do much ground. 
work to correct these old abuses, which linger 
in the minds of Southern Democrats, before any 
such proposal as that of Sen. Bricker’s can take 
root. Under the spur of the civil rights contro- 
versy the South may give birth, from time to 
time, to splinter parties such as marked the 
Dixiecrat ticket last time. But conditions are far 
from ripe yet for any sort of a real coalition 
between Republicans and Democratic conserva- 
tives from the region. 


A Project 
On Brains 


This is an essay on education. 
: It is addressed, first of all, to the civic clubs 
. which may be looking for a project. 
I’ve got one. It is important to any community, county and 


State. 


_ The project is this: Write letters to every high school principal 
in the home county and those two or three which are its neighbors. 


Ask this question: “What happened to the top 25 percent of 
the graduates in last Spring’s senior class?” 


Be sure the superintendents and principals understand you 
are asking about only those who stood at the top scholastically— 
in the top 25 percent. A 


Results It is my confident prediction the results, with some 
few exceptions, will be shocking. 

It will be discovered that somewhere around 30 to perhaps 40 
percent of the seniors who stood highest in their class didn’t go 
to college. Some couldn’t afford it. That is why most of them 
didn’t get there. A few didn’t want to go. 


If the civic club wishes to have a complete picture they can 
obtain from the State Department of Education the percentage of 
all high school graduates who go to college. 


That will be somewhere around 17 percent of the total. 
We know that already. 


Problem Now, what’s wrong? Well, in the first place, it costs 
too much for many boys and girls to go to college. 
There isn’t much we can do about that yet, except every civic club 
could, it seems to me, try to arrange for local funds to assist the 
really able ones—those in that top 25 percent+-get to college. 


There is another method which will take time. 

That is to encourage the development of what is called “Com- 
munity Colleges.” 

They are, in a sense, the junior colleges. They ought not to be 
a part of any university system because they are not universities. 
They should not try to be four-year colleges. 

Why? 

There are two good reasons. 


One is that most of the boys and girls who manage 
Reasons to get to college drop out after one or two years. 
Well over 50 percent of all who enter do this. 


A secénd reason is that if we develop enough community, two- 
year colleges, they can be integrated with the high school system. 
The States doing a successful job with this idea separate the last 
two years of high school and combine them with the two junior 
college years. It means upgraded teachers, but more and more 
teachers are obtaining their master’s degrees and will be qualified. 


Thirdly, so many boys and girls don’t want more than this 
amount of advanced schooling. They want enough to qualify for a 
better job. So, in these community colleges we can teach some 
vocational skills. A man or a woman who hasn’t had academic 
work to balance his vocational work isn’t well balanced. 
Snob One trouble is we have given to education a sort of snob 

appeal. There has grown up a feeling that an educa- 
tion creates a sort of “superiority,” a caste. That’s nonsense. 
Real education teaches humility. There isn’t the slightest reason why 
a man with college work shouldn’t farm, run a filling station, be 
a mechanic, or work in a manufacturing plant at a machine too. 


There is every reason why this is a good idea. He can do a better 
job, if his education hasn’t gone to his or her head. 


Thirdly, such a setup will enable more communities to keep 
their best boys and girls at home. 


Almost any college or university president will say quite frankly 
that at the four-year colleges at least 35 percent of those entering 
have no business there. They are not seeking anything. They 
have come because going to college is “the thing to do.” Or, they 
want to join a fraternity. Or they want to do dances or get into 


“society.” 
Need There is a crying need for good, independent commu- 
nity colleges, of no more than two years’ college grades, 
which receive State and local support and do a community job. 
By “community” of course we mean an area of several counties. 
Not every community can, or ought to, have one. They should 
be carefully centered in population areas where need is and to 
which areas those in sparsely settled regions have easy access. 


It is a project worth local study everywhere. 


What’s happening to the best young brains in your community? 
What about the boy or girl who was high up in classes and in 
4-H and FFA or home demonstration work? 

Here is a real project.

Tough Task for Mr. Sawyer 


WASHINGTON—The Truman Administration has embarked upon a somewhat 
delicate and difficult course in its newly espoused policy of education and persua- 
sion to discourage unfair trade practices and monopolistic tendencies. This is 
being promoted by Secretary of Commerce Charles Sawyer. 
ae It is clearly a friendly gesture toward business and industry by Mr. Sawyer 

with undoubted political implications as a means of easing the antagonism in the business community 
toward the Fair Deal program. Of late the secretary has become quite a missionary with business 


on behalf of the administration’s objectives. 


The policy, as enunciated by President Tru- 
man in a letter to his Commerce secretary, is for 
supplementing existing anti-trust and anti-mon- 
opoly laws “by an educational and promotional 
program for improving compliance with legal 
requirements and fostering healthy competition.” 


Mr. Sawyer is not the first Secretary of 
Commerce during the New Deal-Fair Deal 
era to seek somie meeting ground with busi- 
ness in a conciliatory gesture. Even Henry 
A. Wallace and, before him, Harry L. Hop- 
kins, sought co-operation with business when 
they occupied the same office. It was always 
difficult because of business hostility to New 
Dealism, as te Fair Dealism, and because of 
policies originating elsewhere in the Govern- 
ment that were displeasing te business and 
industry. First among the latter, of course, 
was the anti-trust activity of the Justice De- 
partment, which had the support of the 
Roosevelt Administration as it does of the 
Truman Administration. 


This proposed policy of coaxing and persuad- 
ing business runs up immediately against anti- 
trust policy, now as always. In his own state 
ment of his intentions, which seems somewhat 
broader than the President’s letter, Secretary 
Sawyer said: 

“The program to be presented to the Presi- 
dent for his consideration will be designed to en- 
courage legal and desirable practices, to dis- 
courage and bring about voluntary abandonment 
of illegal or questionable practices, and to clarify 
for the businessman the lines between what he 
can and cannot do legally. 

“It is my observation, confirmed by recent 
nationwide discussions with business groups, that 
while most businessmen want to obey the law 
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and try conscientiously to do so, there is much 
unnecessary confusion at present as to what th 
law prohibits and what is permits.” , 

To work out a program, Secretary Sawyer has 
an inter-agency committee that will include Attor- 
ney General J. Howard McGrath and representa- 
tives of the Federal Trade Commission and the 
President’s Council of Economic Advisers, among 
others. 

Atty. Gen. McGrath, for one, does not agree 
that there is too much confusion as to what the 
law prohibits and permits. He says the anti-trust 
laws are perfectly clear. The Justice Department 
now will tell businessmen whether certain prac- 
tices would be within the law, as a matter of 
guidance on something they propose to do, but 
it does not give anything like “advisory opinions” 
that would represent approval in advance of cer- 
tain practices nor does it give an opinion on 
existing practices. 

Precaution in proceeding on the new program 
of education and persuasion was suggested by a 
staunch anti-trust advocate and champion of small 
business in Congress, Senator Ester KeFauver, 
Democrat, Tennessee, while he saw such a pro- 
gram as a great help to business, particularly 
smaller concerns which do not have trained legal 
counsel! in the anti-trust field, he warned “at the 
same time, however, I wish to emphasize my 
belief that there are certain types of anti-trust 
problems which can not be dealt with adequately 
by ‘education.’ 

“Among these are dissolution actions and cases 
involving price-fixing, restriction of production, 
division of the market by similar practices which 
are generally known to be illegal. Cases of these 
types require the full and effective enforcement 
of the anti-trust laws.” 

In short, nearly everything.

“Il always felt,” said Arthur, who had con 
sumed two Swift eggs and a slice of Swift han 
for breakfast, “that one of the greatest huma) 
satisfactions is to be derived from good eating 
For this reason I am greatly troubled, as an econ 
omist who is studying the nature of demand, to 
find our Government home economists and scien- 
tists in colleges talking about how they can

minimize the cost of providing the fuel needed by 
the human body. 

“They talk, about the calories, the proteins 
and the like, entirely overlooking the fact that 
food is a source of satisfaction, not just a fuel. 
Instead of building up food in the minds of con- 
sumers as one of the greatest potential sources 
of satisfaction, we tear it down, count its calories, 
proteins and vitamins and try to find the cheapest 
substitute that the body still will digest.” 


Of course, they would, Arthur mourned. 
Only good thing about ’em, from his view- 
— is that they taste no better than they 
ook. 


“Take the so-called yeast steak,” he said. 
“This analyzes exactly right in the test tubes, 
with the proper amount of proteins, vitamins, 
and fats. But it doesn’t work out so well-in my 
stomach.” 

He grimaced. So did Sen. Gillette. Lately, 
Arthur said, the Department of Agriculture has 
begun emphasizing the value of the high-protein 
diet, meaning beefsteaks, eggs, and cheese. Be- 
latedly, he added, but all to the good. 

“Because,” said he, “good eating is a part of 
good living.” He left then to absorb a plate of 
satisfaction at lunch. I had the Senate’s special 
85-cent stew, myself. Just medium satisfying.

print herewith a piece, titled “Square Peg,” which Mr. Broun wrote for his column June 10, 1939.—Ed.) 


Westbrook Pegler is the man who chiseled 
down the word “enough” from a granite boulder 
into a watch fob. When Mooney was in San 
Quentin prison Peg complained that the prisoner 
took no interest in the wrongs of Billings. Now 
that Mooney is speaking throughout the country 
in behalf of his associate, Mr. Pegler complains 
that he ought to be engaged in some gainful 
occupation. 

If a man went around forever crying out, 
“observe how my heart beats for humanity,” he 
would undoubtedly be set down as a fool or a 
hypocrite. And he could be both. But how 
about the fellow who encases himself in triple 
brass in the pretense that he has no heart at all? 
His would be the deeper folly. It may be a good 
idea for a columnist to keep his shirt on, but 
that is no reason why he should insulate himself 
like a telephone wire. 

The tragedy of J. Westbrook Pegler consists 
of the fact that by nature he is not the man he 
pretends to be. His native sympathies are wide 
and deep. When he is aroused about some an- 
cient wrong he can be more eloquent than any 
newspaperman I know. The most understanding 
and sensitive column I can remember was; writ- 
ten by Peg in Germany about the peculiar perse- 
cution visited upon Jewish children. And re- 
cently he broke through a long string of his regu- 
lar higher-bracket moans to cry out passionately 
against the fearful housing visited upon one-third 
of the nation. And yet upon all too frequent 
eccasions he writes as if he has taken over the 
role of light-heavyweight champion of the upper- 
dog and game warden for the preserves of the 
overprivileged. Some day somebody should take 
the hide off Peg because the stuff inside is so 
much better than the varnished surface which 
blinks in the sunlight of popular approval. 

How has it come about that so much of the 
best of Peg is mislaid? I blame it on his tech- 
nique and his talent for fictional creation. Peg 
has created a character called Westbrook Pegler 
and, except when he forgets himself, he tries 
to live up to the role. The fictional fellow is 
hardboiled, querulous and materialistic. But the 
man who assumes this part morning after morn- 
ing is actually shy, sensitive and sentimental. A 
tip-off may lie in the kidding title which our 
hero chose for his last clip book. He called it 
“The Dissenting Opinions of Mr. Westbrook Peg- 
ler” as a mild burlesque of the name under 
which the legal papers of the late Oliver Wendell 
Holmes were published. But here Peg mistakes 
the nature of his performance. He isn’t playing 
Mr. Justice Holmes. He is playing Mr. Justice 
McReynolds. 

In my opinion Peg is much more the creative 
artist than the reporter and this has led to his 
undoing. The personality with which he has 
endowed himself in print has been developed 
with so much skill and loving care that the 
author thinks of this thing of shreds and patches 
as a living, breathing person. Frankenstein fash- 
ioned a rough guy who destroyed him. Peg’s 
monster didn’t have to go to that slight trouble. 
When the last clay tonsil was modeled by this 
syndicated sculptor he said in high artistic pride, 
“Why, this is me to the life,” and proceeded to 
cut his own throat under the theory that in a 
troubled world one Westbrook Pegler might be 
sufficient. - 

I have said that Pegier’s worth as a news- 
paperman has been compromised by his increas- 


ing felicity as a writer. When a commentator’s 
chief concern is finding the right word rather 
than the just cause he isn’t a reporter any more. 
He has gone around the corner and become one 
of posterity’s children. 

Peg told me once that he sometimes spends 
as much as four or five hours in the creation of 
a column. This seemed to me a shocking con- 
fession for any man who came up from a city 
room. It is too much time for Peg to put in 
with himself. It is too much time for anybody 
to waste upon the works of Westbrook Pegler. 
The daily commentator who takes too much ‘pains 
with his writing has insufficient energy left to 
get out and find something to write about. A 
column ought to be something more than hem- 
stitching a pattern around the phrase “the sec- 
ond Louisiana Purchase.” It may be all Very 
well for Shakespeare and the musical glasses to 
tinkle sweetly but a newspaperman ought to go 
clanging down the street along with the hook and 
ladder. He will seldom be lucky enough to have 
a four-alarm fire come dropping down his chim- 
ney. 

I am aware that Pegler’s column appears un- 
der such widely separated date lines as Miami, 
San Francisco and Paris, France, but in recent 
years the copy has taken on small color from 
the point of its origin. Of late Peg seems to 
carry with him wherever he goes not only his 
portable typewriter but also his collapsible ivory 
tower. He can go to a flood and come up with 
nothing more than another of those columns 
about the income pains of men with yachts. 
One suspects that he must have been bitten by 
a tax. 


has much background of factual knowledge, But 
of course the answer to that might be “Aren’t 
we all?” Moreover, there are certain advantages 
in seeing things with naive eyes. Pegler himself 
proved that in the justly famous articles he wrote 
from Germany during the Winter Olympic 
Games. He had heard of Hitler in headlines, 
but to him “Fascist” was just a fancy word to 
be encountered in “the butcher’s paper maga- 
zines.” And then he went to Germany and sud- 
denly with all the exciting shock impact of some- 
thing new he saw the Nazis and their work with 
his own eyes. 

His cry of “How long has this been going 
on?” rang with all the arresting force of one 
ies * aoe? the knife in his own skin. 

ut time goes on and Peg’s heart stays home 
in Poundridge. Only rarely does he me it out 
now. He did break down at “Snow White” and 
Disney has done a lovely thing. But it is not 
the right of any man who lives in this generation 
to choose for himself a dwelling in the magical 
forest. None may enter unless like Grumpy he 
chooses to scale himself down to the expression 
of single point of view. 

Newspapermen must come back from the city 
of dreams. I wish Peg had the same energy 
which possessed him in the days when he covered 
the beat from Gondrecourt to Chaumont.° I wish 
he would stop writing out of the side of his 
mouth and quit the effort to be a Damon Runyon 
version of Peter Pan. 

This job of being a professional clay-foot 
shooter may be a worthy one. But the gun 
should not be handled by a lad who can’t seem 
to distinguish between plaster and solid bronze 
at twenty paces.

Bill in Hopper 
On Sex Offenses 


By DORIS LOCKERMAN

Georgia lawmakers are aware of the 

need for improved statutes to control sex 

offenders, and civic-minded organizations have long been 
mindful of their necessity. 

At the last session of the State Legislature a compre- 

hensive bill covering sex offenses was introduced, sub- 

mitted to committee, approved, but never found its way 


onto the heavy calendar. 

The same bill will be one of the first pieces of proposed legisla- 
tion to be submitted at the adjourned séssion in January. 

The suggested law was drafted for the Atlanta Council of Par- 
. ents and Teachers, following the pattern of the new Washington, 
D. C., statute. It was introduced into the Legislature by Atty. 
Pierre Howard. Mr. Howard will sponsor the bill once more in 
January. 

The main provisions of the bill will be to make all sex molesta- 
tions felonies, and will suggest that psychiatric treatment be pro- 
vided for convicted offenders at the improved State Hospital in 
Reidsville. In cases where probation can be granted, one of the 
stipulations will be that parents or guardians provide psychiatric 
attention. 

This bill, if it is passed, will not only protect girls, but 

— the arm of enforcement against predators upon 

ys. 

Up to now, there has been no charge under which the law 
could proceed in attacks on boys, except the accusation of sod- 
omy, which implies a completed offense, and carries a sentence 
of life imprisonment upon conviction. 

All overtures less than that have been charged off as minor 
misdemeanors and the aggressors have usually been released for 
lack of prosecution. Families of molested youngsters have usually 
preferred to suffer in silence rather than let their children go 
through the scarring experience of sordid testimony. 

As a matter of fact, there is so little enlightenment on this sub- 
ject that boys and girls, especially boys, are apt to keep quiet 
about their experience, being fearful and embarrassed at the idea 
of discussing such a hushed-up matter with their parents. 

Certainly we need to pass laws to bolster our officers in the 
protection of youngsters from damaging attacks and possible death, 
but we need to bring the whole ugly matter into the light of reason 
and look at it and examine it ourselves. 

Psychiatry is such a new field that we are just beginning to 
understand what it can do for us. There is evidence that many 
criminals who turn to other violations show obvious inclinations 
toward sex crimes, pushing them dangerously into the background 
to explode in tragedy later. These persons could be weeded out 
by psychiatric treatment, administered along with police work and 
court sentences. 

At any rate, it will do no good to pass the law now in the hopper, 
if it does not carry a hope of mental treatment. A sentence of from 
one to five years, which the bill will carry for a convicted felony 
on a molestation charge, will do no good unless the criminal is 
rehabilitated and guided from his aberrations. 

It is a hard job, and it will not ever be finished. But we are 
getting nearer its solution by facing it.

A. It is a delicious refrigera- 
tor pie made lige this: Cook 4 
egg yolks, 4% cup each sugar 
and water, % teaspoon salt.

whites, blended with !2 cup 
sugar, 1 teaspoon each rum 
and nutmeg.

shell; chill. Cover with 
whipped cream and chocolate 
morsels. 


Q. How do you make a shrimp 
omelet? Do you use cooked 
shrimp?—M. P. 


A. Cooked shrimp are used 
because of the short time re- 
quired to cook an omelet. 
Make the omelet like this: 
Saute chopped onion and 
cooked shrimp until tender. 
Prepare omelet mixture; add 
shrimp and onion. Pour into 
skillet, sprinkle with addition- 
al chopped onion and cook, 
covered. Before omelet is 
done, place under broiler heat 
for few minutes. 


Q. The last few times I have 
made cinnamon apples they all 
went into sauce. What is wrong? 
—B. H. 


A. It may be the type ap- 
ples you are using or it may 
be overcooking. I feel that 
Jonathan apples are the very 
best t use. This recipe may 
help also. To prepare those 
cinnamon apples pare and 
core 4 to 6 apples. Boil to- 
gether in a saucepan 1% cup 
sugar, 1 cup water, and '4 
cup einnamon drops. When the 
drops have dissolved add the 
apples slowly, one at a time, 
and cook them gently until 
they are barely tender. Re- 
move the syrup. Then, if you 
wish boil the syrup until it 
thickens and pour over the ap- 
ples. Chill them before serv- 
ing, or Place them warm 
around a meat roast.

60,000 New Members 


Georgia’s 1,600,000 church mem- 
bers this year have their ranks in- 
creased in numbers by 60,000 ac- 


cessions among the various de- 
nominations. Baptists and Meth- 


odists, composing some 95 percent 
of the State’s church constituency, 
white and colored, report more 
than 50,000 accessions. Analysis of 
the figures shows that some 5,000 
new members were added to the 
ehurch rolls each month, or nearly 
1,000 each Sunday. 

This growth in numbers strong- 
ly indicates that religion’s strength 
in Georgia is not dead, and that 
evangelism is a robust work pro- 
moted by the churches. Despite 
the accession of 60.000 new mem- 
bers, a number of churches in the 
State report no conversions for the 
year. 

Further study of the assembly 
of 60,000 new members leads to 
speculation as to what might be, 
were each one of the 60,000 new 
members a truly regenerated per- 
son, Spirit-filled and wholly de- 
voted to the Jesus Christ religion.

Senator Says 


WASHINGTON — (UP) — Sen. 
Joseph C. O’Mahoney, Democrat,
